, Mre has spoiled'Christmas holidays for more people than 
all the floodH, blizzards and other disasters combined, Fire Chief 
J. .1. Bcniier warned thin week.

Chief Benner »uld (hat many of these fires could have been 
prevented by a little forethought. And since more fires occur 
in the home than in any other* - 
place, special attention should 
be directed to fire hazards 
around the house, especially now 
with Christmas trees and their 
flammable decorations.

"When planning your Christ­ 
mas," the city's fire chief warns, 
"choose a safe location for the 
tree, away from any heat source 
and where It cannot fall and 
block a doorway."

His tips on making the tree 
lot safer might save a life 
two In Torranoe'lf followed. 

^He says to cut the base of the 
tree on an angle, stand it in 
a "container of wet sand or wa­ 
ter, brace It well and use only 
nan-flammable decorations. 
Ftameproofed cotton and crepe 
paper, non-flammable plastics, 
tln»ls and flameproofed treca 
are 'available and will reduce 
the fire hazard.

"Never use ordinary untreat­ 
ed cotton under a tree and he- 
war* of combustible ornaments," 
h« warns.

"Also, look for* the UL, label 
on your Christmas tree lights," 
hs said. The Underwriters Labo­ 
ratory approved lights are ln; 
spect«d for safety of type and 
design.

He warns against using fray­ 
ed or damaged wiring, and ov­ 
erloading the elj'cuits by con­ 
necting too many lights to the 
same base plug.

After Santa has visited the 
tree and the growmips and kid­ 
dles are unwrapping packages, 
be careful to dispose of all tls- 
sue. shredded paper and excel- 
Hlor immediately, Chief Benner 
advises.

Apmy empha­ 
sized that all reservists with or­ 
ders to report to ports of em­ 
barkation for overseas'duty will 
comply with their orders.

The directive said (hat all re­ 
servists due to'leave their homes 
for continental stations during 
the period December 16, I960, 
through January 1, 1051. will be 
 allowed to delay their departures 
to a date between January 2 
and January fi, 1051. This in­ 
cludes reservists with previous 
grunted delays that expire dur­ 
ing (he Yule holidays.
